LET US FIGHT FAIR. 


It must be insisted that men and women shall 
fight fair. In Anderson, Ind., the other day, 
Mrs. George Whiting lay in ambush, armed 
with some exceedingly bad eggs, for Mr. Roy 
Hannah, the village editor, and when the gen- 
tleman came along she pelted him with the 
eggs. Mr. Hannah ran, but the eggs followed 
him and at the close of hostilities he presented 
a shocking spectacle. 

Now we insist that Mr. Hannah is no cow- 
ard. What is the best thing for a brave man 
'to do in such a case—can anybody tell? To 
ambush is to take a mean advantage, to create 
surprise and confusion. If the man so sur- 
prised recovers from his confusion how can he 
fight a woman? If he chooses to fight her 
what defence has he against a basket of bad 
eggs? If Julius Cesar had been thus attacked 
he would have fled with a howl of humilia- 
tion and disgust. Professor John L. Sullivan 
would never stand before a woman, an am- 
bush and a quantity of ammunition of that 
kind, and Alexander the great would have 
been Alexander the infinitesimal in a similar 
situation. Is it not the woman who was the 
coward in this case? Did she not improve the 





opportunity furnished by woman’s weakness 
and man’s chivalry in an illegitimate manner? 
How much better it would have been for her 
to go to the offending editor and argue the 
matter in a rational manner—how immeas- 
urably better for Mr. Hannah. 

There are too many combative women. They 
provoke hostilities and then respond to them 


the manner of Herr Most, or take refuge in 
tears and penitence, like Gustave Schwab. It 
is not fair fighting. Even achurch deacon in

It is a popular impression that no 
battle was fought further north than Gettysburg, 
but I happen to know better. We had it hot and 
heavy at Bull’s Bluff and the papers were full of it 
at the time. I lost my hair there; but perhaps it was 
just as well, for if it had been left me it would have 
turned white, though I was quite a young man, and 
I didn’t like white hair at all. 

‘** T'll tell you how it was. My paper was a weekly 
and it was called the Banner. It didn’t have many

subscribers, but there are times when the smallest 
thing in the smallest paper of the very smallest cir- 
culation makes noise enough to depopulate the cem- 
eteries. I had in one number of the paper some 
praise of Clement L. Vallandigham, a few remarks 
reflecting on the character of Joe Hooker, who was 
then at the head of the army of the Potomac, and a 
slash or two at Abe Lincoln, and in a variety of 
ways presented the proposition that the south could 
could never be subdued.

‘*T wanted veryfmuch to go out of town, but 
my funds were low and the railroads wouldn't 
trust. I felt bad. I tried to explain in a ra- 
tional manner to one or two of the more 
thoughtful, but they turned their backs on me 
with the remark, ‘Oh, go and hang yourself!’ 

‘** About eight o’clock that night the battle of 
Bull’s Bluff commenced. I was sitting in my 
sanctum when I caught the opening roar of it. 
There was at first a confused hum, and it grew 
louder and louder and seemed to be coming 
my way. There had been bad war news that 
day, and two or three of my friends were with 
me, chuckling overit. For my part I couldn’t 
chuckle at anything. I never felt so little like 
chuckling in my life. The roar came nearer, 
and seemed to stop in front of my building. 
There were repeated groans and hisses, and 
when I looked out of the window, which was 
open, a bad egg hit me in the eye. My spirits 
were low enough without that, and when I 
saw my chuckling friends leaping from the 
back windows, each with a white face and a 
scared look, I made up my mind that there was 
no such thing as steadfast friendship in this 
world.
